It was announced last night that as 
only two men had been nominated ior 
the. Athletic Governing Board they 
will hold office by acclamation. These 
men arc R. B. Henry and D. U. Mc- 
Gregor; they have both had consider- 
able experience in the management of 
various teams in university athletics 
and should succeed in their new ca- 
pacity. R. B. Henry was president of 
the Indoor Baseball Club last year 
and manager of the track team this 
season, while McGregor, after consid- 
erable success in football this year, 
will be captain of the football team 
next season. 

In this connection a word as to how 
the Athletic Governing Board idea 
originated might be in place. It had 
long been felt that the control of ath- 
letics should not be so hampered by 
the jurisdiction of the higher govern- 
ing bodies; for this reason a board 
with more cental representation from 
the faculty, the graduates and the stu- 
dcul s was contemplated. This plan, 
besides increasing the students' con- 
trol, would lend to get the graduates 
more in sympathy with the. athletics 
at the college and also increase the 
interest taken by professors in the 
ports. 

Several meetings of Ihe students 
were held, and the whole question was 
very freely discussed from every pos- 
sible angle. After much deliberation 
! resolution was drawn up to get the 
feelings of ihe undergraduates; this 
was considerably altered before final 
acceptance and is published in full 
herewith : 

Resolved: That the Students' So- 
ciety of McGill University recommend 
to the Standing Committee, on Phys- 
ical Education of McGill University 
the formation of an "Athletic Govern- 
ing Board" to control and administer 
all athlriic. monies of McGill Univer- 
sity. Also that that portion of the 
universal fee of each student, namely, 
$?.00, formerly expended by the Stu- 
dents' Council for athletic purposes, 
be in future transferred to the Athletic. 
Governing Board. 

Also: That the composition of the 
said Athletic Governing Board be as 
follows: 

The Principal ex-officio. 

Three members of the Faculty, to 
be appointed by the Students' Coun- 
cil on recommendation oi the Prin- 
cipal. 

Three graduates, to he appointed by 
the Students' Council on rceommctida-

We hear much of the decline of courtesy. However true this 
may be with reference to the conduct of the average citizen we feci 
that the university is one place where such -a contention finds very 
shaky footing at best. The relations of different student bodies 
with one another, be it in the realm of sport or in other undergrad- 
uate endeavour, as well as the relations of men in the same college 
afford ample proof that courtesy is a very important if not essential 
clement in these connections, and that rather than being on the de- 
crease, it is decidedly on the increase with each successive year. 
Collegiate athletics arc conceded to present the finest in sportsman- 
ship; and sportsmanship after all is but expression of respect for 
the next man as evidenced by courtesies slight in themselves, evinc- 
ing that regard. 

Mutual exchange of compliments may seem a trivial matter; 
expressions of sympathy to the loser, or of congratulation to the 
winner, may appear to be mere idle words — and yet they arc the 
small things that count, the trifles that constitute the fabric of cor- 
dial relationship. The letters to be found in the Correspondence 
Column demonstrate that the spirit of courtesy is most emphatically 
prevalent at McGill, today as in the past.

These 
halt with subjects which were both 
lb-orbing and' instructive to those 
who weri: fortunate enough to be pres- 
ent, each outlining the history of a 
country about which the average per- 
son knows very little. 

Alter the minutes of the last meet- 
ing bad In en read and approved, 
Lloyd read his paper on "Albania". 

In opening his address the speaker 
remarked that this country was the 
least known in Europe and that so 
far. little or no scientific knowledge oi 
the laud bad been obtained. Th.: geo- 
graphical features have a great deal to 
do villi : iiî ^ a- it is praç'ttçaiiy', hem- 
nicd_ in by mountains. This, coupled 
with the fierce war-like nature of the 
inhabitants, has done much to prevent 
the outside world from learning oi 
such a small country in the heart of 
Ihe civilized world, yet separated by 
'.hi barriers of rare and oi nature. . 

It is situated on the eastern side of 
the Adriatic Sea and abounds in miu- 
".>' resources as yet untouched. The 
)■ copie iire peasants and tobacco is 
grown ui ;i large extent. In Albania 
tin-re are no railroads and (bus this 
unknown country is. practically cut off 
from communication with the outside 
world and the inhabitants Jive their 
stormy existence in their own section 
unaware of the march of civilization. 

They are ihe most -ancient people 
in Europe and are thought- to be of 
Aryan descent: Their traditions have 
beoif kept and they have preserved 
ihi -ir own language to the present day. 

Although ignorant and superstitious, 
tho?e who have fought with the Turk- 
ish army have, shown themselves to 
be the bravest in that unit, it is a 
land oi feuds, vendettas, racial war- 
fare and fierce hatred, but when the 
people doyC.xtcnd their hospitality their 
friendship is lasting. 

For tewluries they bine ■ fought 
MiUURâCUie .•'£$'&. and. have at last 
M : '-i1vVn away from his influence. 

In Albania there is practically no 
education, which is not to" be wonder- 
cd at as they have no alphabet of 
heir ow n, the one used being a mix- 
ture of Greek- and Latin letters. For 
a long time. even their own language 
was' denied them w hen under Turkish 
do'ruilia'ncc. 

T-mV country lias led a stormy exis- 
tence for 'a great period of time, be- 
ing invaded by ihe Celts and the Ro- 
mans and later was the battleground 
of the Goth-. 

However, its future seems to be as- 
sured as it is slowly progressing and 



OLD SPANISH TEXT 
ON AMERICAN ORES 



Translation by Dr. Mathew- 
son Just Published 



An interesting book has been trans- 
lated by an illustrious McGill grad- 
uate, president of the American In- 
stitute of Mining, Dr. E. P. Mnthcw- 
sbu, who received an honorary de- 
gree at the Centenary celebration.- 

The original work was written by 
a Catholic priest, Alvaro -A Ion 50 Bar- 
ba, in the sixteenth century. Burba 
was a remarkable character. Al- 
though a priest, he appears to have 
studied deeply all the early methods 
of mining, to have practised llicill 
himself, and to have staked out valu- 
able claims in Bolivia. Mis original 
book was condemned by the Inquisi- 
tion, so that only three, copies now 
survive: all in the British Museum. 

The book as translated by Mathe.w- 
son and Douglass is of interest not 
merely to miners and metallurgists, 
but to every reader, as it is full of 
quaint and terse remarks with an Eliz- 
abethan flavour. The book has been 
presented by Dr. Matheuson to the 
Rcdpatll Library. 

The publishers have, i.-stied the fol- 
lowing review: 

Historians have somewhat left flic 
miprcssion that the early Spanish sel- 
lers in this hemisphere were reckless 
»n'd prodigal exploiters of its mineral 
wealth, which they believed to be 
boundless.

'modern" Metallurgy — nay. actually 
scolding his fellow-workers for the 
very faults -which it was thought were 
so general as to escape contemporary 
notice. 

Alvaro Alonso Barba, whose book 
Arte de los Mctalcs", is undoubt- 
edly the earliest published work on 
American Metallurgy, was Curate of 
the Parish of Sati Bernardo',- at Potosi. 
Bolivia, and was a metallurgist of 
note. His book was published in Mad- 
rid in 1640. It was promptly trans- 
lated into French and German, and 
now. after nearly three hundred years, 
becomes available in English, an ex- 
cellent translation having been made 
I by Ross E. Douglass and E. P. Math- 
l ewson, both members of the Amcri- 
' can Institute of Mining and Metai- 
j iurgical Engineers, the latter being the 
newly elected "president ' of the Insti- 
tute. 

Barba describes a method of amal- 
gamating silver ores, discovered by 
him in 1590, which, many years later, 
was rediscovered on the Comstock 
lode as the "Washoe'' process. He 
explains the construction and opera- 
tion of various roasters -and furnaces, 
and states that he used an air blast, 
blown through the charge, when re- 
fining copper -matte to get the metal; 
he says- that, even before the arrival 
of the Spaniards, the Indians knew 
how to make brass by melting cala- 
mine ore with metallic copper. 

Practically all the Bolivian gold, sil- 
ver, tin. copper and lead • districts 
known today are mentioned by Barba. 
He was also aware of the existence of 
petroleum in the distant Santa Cruz 
fields. "El Arte de los Mctalcs" con- 
sists of live books. Book One suni- 
luarizcs the. geological knowledge, of

in January, VU2, it entered the League 
of Nations, Thus it is at last emerg- 
ing from the centuries of ignorance 
through which it has passed and its 
future lies in it.s education, its neutral- 
ity, and above all its own initiative. 

Stone then outlined a paper on the 
other little known country, Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Cnlike Albania, the inhabitants of 
this country have, progressed and arc 
making good. By the peace arrange- 
ments after the great war, the state 
has been most favourably treated. It 
is an inland country and has the ad- 
vantage of being situated on a net- 
work of railroads which carry the 
commerce of Europe. Forty-live per 
cent of the inhabitants arc of different 
races and although a comparatively 
small country,' its population is great- 
er than thai of Canada by 5,000Î00p. 

At the outbreak of the war it.s in- 
habitants were cruelly treated and the 



German language was compelled to 
be spoken, 

The Czccho Slavs arc descendants 
of the kingdom of Bohemia and it. is 
interesting to note that the. crest- and 
motto of the present Prince of Wales 
was taken from that of John, .the 
blind king- of Bohemia. 

The country is almost ( free from 
debt and it has procured commercial 
security by numerous treaties. 

There are tremendous natural re- 
sources here and these arc being de- 
veloped continually and as a result 
the country is prospering and for the 
next few years its progress will be in- 
teresting to watch. 

At the conclusion of Stone's paper 
Dr. Fryer spoke a tew words and .said 
thai be thought it very peculiar thai 
such a country as Albania should be 
within a day's journey of such centres 
of art and culture and highly develop- 
ed civilization as London, Paris and 
Berlin,

Papers Before Political Eco- 
nomy Club Tonight

HONOR SYSTEM 



Convocation hour has been set aside 
for a student discussion of the "Honor 
System". According to Percy Spen- 
cer, president of the A.S.U.M., no def- 
inite action will be taken at this time, 
but everyone will be given a chance 
to express their views on the possibil- 
ity of such a system. With this in 
mind, interviews were obtained with 
six of the most influential men around 
college. Each of these men. including 
the officer commanding the O.T.C, 
strongly endorses the "Honor Sys- 
tem 1 '.— Montana Kaimin. 



"Certain men have conducted a sta- 
tistical research within the very por- 
tals oi rationalism, and have discov- 
ered that an astonishingly large num- 
ber of university' men and women arc 
influenced every day of their lives by 
superstitious beliefs." Basing his re- 
marks on the verily' of this statement. 
Otto Klincbcrg, M.A., in reading a 
paper on "Superstition" before the 
Philosophical Society at the Hall last 
evening, went on to trace the differ- 
ent forms' of superstition, and their 
cause and effect. 

Dresslar defines superstition as ''a 
willingness and a phyletic, instinctive, 
desire to believe in certain casual rela- 
tions, which have not and cannot he 
proved to exist through a course of 
reasoning. through revelation or 
through direct observation." This 
definition Kincberg used as an illiis 
tration of an attempt to explain super 
stition. but which be. thinks "would 
make a superstition of 'every religion 
with the possible exception oi one's 
own." ' 

A few cases of current superstition 
were cited, such as the belief that 
walking under' a ladder, seating thir 
teen people at a table, meeting a blacl 
it at night, are attended by ill-luck 
t some form. These beliefs, the 
speaker pointed out, "have their root» 
far back in the infancy of civilization; 
they arc relics of customs which were 
bound up with the very life of primi 
live peoples, and represent perhaps all 
that is left of the religion, culture, and 
other social institutions which were 
then all-important and all-persuasive.' 
The influence of ancient superstitions 
on' thé intellectual machinery of the 
modern human being transmitted by 
heredity from primitive peoples, was 
given as a' reason for the current be- 
liefs in this line. 

lii savage communities dangers of 
every sort arc ever present; thunder 
and lightning, the poison of the snake, 
the spear' of the enemy. The savage 
never knows what the morrow will 
bring forth. "His principal emotion 
is fear; his great desire is for silf- 
prcservation." Anything that will help 
the savage to allay his fears or give 
him more control over the forces that 
govern hitn, are eagerly resorted to. 
"When he killed his enemy, the sun 
was tew, his bowstring was dry. and 
he had a bamboo stick in his girdle. 
The next time he wants to kill an en- 
emy he will wait until the sun is low, 
his bowstring is dry, and he will carry 
a bamboo stick in his girdle. A cause, 
to 'him, is simply that which happened 
at the same lime as the effect." 

In this manner all the ancient su- 
perstitions arose, and Klincbcrg ter- 
med them "forerunners of our modéra 
superstitions having their origin in the 
tendency to be impressed by coinci- 
dence, and the associated psycholog- 
ical habit of being impressed by sim- 
ilarities." 

Mention was made of a supernatu- 
ral power, termed by Marrett and oth- 
ers as Mana, having the capacity of 
working good or evil. It is a term 
covering "all manifestations of mys- 
terious or supernatural power in magic 
and religion alike." Mana developed 
into the institution of "taboo" where- 
by all manner of restrictions were 
placed on conduct. ' To break a taboo 
was to call the wrath of Mana upon 
one's self. ' Modem forms of taboo 
cited were, opening an umbrella in a 
house, walking under u ladder, and 
turning back from an expedition after 
having startc dit. If these things arc 
dour they are supposed to be attend- 
ed by what is commonly termed "bad 
luck". 

As an explanation of the : ' .-.able 
assumption that a connection exists 
between the superstitious beliefs of 
primitive peoples and those of the 
present, Klincbcrg offered the follow- 
ing— "when we think- of the tremen- 
dous force of focial hcredit over the 
life and thought of the individual, we 
need wonder no longer bow these, 
practices could have been transmitted 
from generation to generation so as 
to be kept alive up to this day. The 
forces of parental guidance and imi- 
tation, of custom and conven'tiou, of 
teaching and- precept from early 
youth, of myths and traditions, would 
so colour the whole of the individual's 
attitude towards these things that in- 
dependent judgment concerning their 
truth becomes well nigh impossible." 

At the end of the address many 
questions were asked the speaker, who 
in each case succeeded in making him- 
scli very clear.
